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directly resulted in the allowance of the application. The examiner will provide a written summary of the substance 
of the interview in the Notice of Allowability. 
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Continuation of Substance of Interview including description of the general nature of what was discussed: The 
attorney and the examiner discussed the clarity of the last (critical) linfiitation of Claim 1 , which also applied to claims 
21 and 31 . The attorney allowed the examiner to enter an examiners amendment to clearly point out the subject matter 
of the claim with regards to that limitation.
